MILLION DOLLAR PAYROLL

PORTERVILLE, Aug. 13 — Payrolls amounting to nearly three 
quarter million dollars annually are coming out of the Sierra from the 
Tule River Indian Reservation country — and these payrolls are just as 
important to the local economy as if they originated within the Porter- 
ville city limits, for most of the money finds its way into Porterville and 


the surrounding smaller towns. 

Mr. Whitney Lumber company 
mill, located on the Reservation, 
has a year-around operation that 
puts from $300,000 to $350,000 
worth of payroll money into the 
area,
